To has few m inutes he w as merely I>>n Roberto. 
H e was born in 
London, May 24. 1852. so th a t he was 84 years of age a t his death. 
I came across a little book by Cunningham e G raham m any years ago 
called "Success.” a series of essays—and th a t aroused m y interest and 
enthusiasm . 
Since th en I have gathered over 30 of h is books which I 
treasure. He was of Scotch an d Spanish descent and noble blood flowed 
in his veins, though he was forever taking the part of the u nfortunate and 
the neglected. 
Cunningham e G raham was the author of nearly 40 books—b u t they 
are not generally known for he wrote to please him self. 
In 1898 he had 
published one of the finest travel books I have ever read—"M ogreb-El- 
Acksa." It is far more rum inating th an most novels. A recent edition was 
brought out in New York—but few bought it! 
Classics do not sell, as a 
rule, while yet tile author lives, unfortunately. 
Few m en knew horses better, or loved them m ore, th a n th is writer. 
He spent years of his life in th e saddle of his favorite horses in South 
America, the United States, an d England. He was the friend of Buffalo 
Bill, Theodore Roosevelt, W. H. Hudson, Joseph Conrad, G eorge B ernard 
Shaw% Galsworthy, and scores of other great writers. 
For a tim e he was 
a m em ber of parliam ent. 
In 1932. Prof. H erbert F au lk n er West, of D artm outh college, h ad pub­ 
lished in England a very fine life of Cunningham e G raham . 
I t gives a 
splendid portrait of this ‘‘m odern Conquistador.” Mrs. G raham , who was 
Spanish, was a great aid to h er husband and wrote charm ingly.
